WORK PROCEEDING ON AUTOMATIC CUER 

The National Institute of Neurological 
Diseases and Stroke has granted a two- 
year contract to Gallaudet College to 
develop the Automatic Cuer. The device 
conceived by Orin Cornett, who is head- 
ing the project, will provide visual 
and tactile cues from the sound of the 
Speaker's voice and assist the hearing 
impaired person lipread.
